One of Florida’s most 
sophisticated repeater  in- 
stallations is completing a 
major expansion project. The 
Jacksonville RANGE (Radio 
Amateurs Needing Greater 
Effectiveness) Association, Inc. 
has just put the finishing 
touches on a new receiving 
system at 630’ above the St. 
Johns River. The antenna and 
receiver are mounted on the 
WTLYV (Ch. 12) television tower. 
RANGE’s WB4QFL repeater 
operates on .16-.76. 

In addition, Florida’s only 
full-time 6-meter repeater is

be causing local interference. 

The general goverage area of 
the RANGE repeater is con- 
sidered to be from Georgia- 
Florida border to Lake City on 
the west to St. Augustine on the 
south. 

A new dual entry touch-tone 
command control system will 
be utilized by the twelve 
designated control stations. 
Control can be exercised on 
either a UHF link or by 
telephone. Command and 
service control is accomplished 
by a four-digit code system. 

As always auto-patch 
facilities are available to 
RANGE members and visitors 

. the repeater is open to all 
comers. 

The two-year old RANGE 
Association is now 100 members 
strong and has recently played 
a key role in rejuvenating a 
dying RACES program. There

EDITORIAL 


For the past ten years or so, FLORIDA SKIP has been printing 
and mailing message blanks on a strictly break-even basis (200 
blanks, postpaid for one buck). This was done as a service to our 
traffic handlers. 

As you probably know the Postal Service has repeatedly in- 
creased their rates and continue to do so. Our 200 blanks, wrapped, 
weigh 15 oz. As of July 1973 third class rate for 15 oz. is 60c. This 
means that 60 cents of your one dollar goes to the U.S. Postal 
Service. That leaves 40 cents for paper, printing, padding, chip 
board, wrapping paper and tape—and much labor. So the Postal 
Service has put us out of business on sending message blanks 
through the mail. 

We still have thousands of blanks ready for shipment. President 
Nixon says hold the line on prices, yet he allows continuous 
government money increases on postal rates and amateur license 
fees. So how can we win? We can’t. 

We will try to sell our message blanks at Hamfests and in person 
from now on. The government took us out of business!

COPY TRAFFIC 
ON MILL 
Bud Morgan, WB40MG 

Once an ability to type has 
been acquired the next step is to 
locate your typewriter in a 
easily accessible position in the 
vicinity of your receiver, and 
start copying. You’ll find the 
first time you sit down and try 
to copy you'll be able to copy 10 
to 15 wpm. However, 20 wpm 
will be a few months of practice 
away. It takes most people two 
to three months to bring their 
mill speed up to a shaky 25 
wpm. This is also about the 
speed that most people begin to 
use their typewriters to copy 
traffic off the air. When you’re 
on the air copying traffic you’re 
under a little pressure to copy 
the message perfectly, hence 
you’ll find that an evening of 
traffic handling will do your 
mill copying more good than a 
week of copying code practice. 

What to copy on a mill? Now 
is the time to learn; be ready for 
the fall-winter traffic season.

VAPOR TUBES 

Mercury tubes are not really 
filled up to the brim with 
mercury, but simply have a 
small amount that may be 
vaporized, or ionized. Mercury 
vapor tubes are generally used 
in rectifier or control circuits.

Most of 
these tubes are now being 
replaced by silicon solid-state 
rectifiers.
